1 . Applicant's arguments filed 07/01/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

2. Applicant argued that the Takada et al. reference didn't disclose an ink set 
including separate black ink and color ink, which is not persuasive. In figure: 8 it is 
clearly shown that black ink and color ink cartridge are separate, and color ink and black 
ink are self-dispersible pigment, with opposite polarity. So Takada et al. reference reads 
on the applicant's claim language. 

3. Applicant argued that Wickramanayake et al. reference didn't disclose that the 
color ink is self-dispersible, which is not persuasive. The meaning of self-dispersible is 
"no dispersion required", and Wickramanayake et al. color ink doesn't have any 
dispersant, so basically it is self-dispersible color ink . So Wickramanayake et al. reads 
on the claim.
